revealed at tire event.

Day," an opportunity for 
students to show their school 
spirit. In addition to the final 
round of Rope Pull, the annual 
Pyramid competition and pep 
rally will take place at 7 p.m. 
Admission is So per person. In 
addition, the University Choir is 
holding two Dessert Evenings 
in the Fine Arts Building on 
Friday and Saturday, both at 7 
p.m. Admission SIS for adults 
and 115 for children. 
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Saturday opens with the 
Letterwinncrs Breakfast and 
Hail of Fame inductions at 
7:30 a.m. at the Student Life 
Center. Hiis is followed by 
the Chancellor's Breakfast 
and Awards Program at 9 
a.m., followed bv the annual 
opening of Quad City at 10:30 
a.m. Hie UTM football team 
will participate in the annual 
Skybawk Walk from the Quad 
to the Paul Meek Library at 
11 a.m. At 2 p.m., the UTM 
Skybawks will play against 
the Austin Peay Governors at 
Hardy Graham Stadium. This

Elam Center. Admission to this 
event is S10 in advance at the 
University Center Information 
Desk, and S15 at the door.

When you think of rape, 
people automatically think 
about a woman getting sexually 
assaulted. 

The saddest part of thi s article 
is acknowledging that most 
people won't think twice about 
rape. If it doesn't affect them 
or any particular person they 
are close to, who circs? In this 
society people sec rape as ’'slut 
shaming" and '"victim blaming 1 ". 

These terms go hand and 
hand with the term rape 
culture. Over the years our 
society has collectively picked 
up and molded together this 
horrible aspect of what gender 
harassment is, 

"Slut shaming" is a term that 
belittles a person for their means 
ot sexuality and behaviors that 
follow; This affects people of 
every race, gender and even 
religion. For example, women 
are accused of promiscuity for 
doing something as simple as 


taking birth control. Another 
example is calling a man out for 
buying an excessive amount of 
condoms. Both examples depict 
the destruction ot people's 
reputations for trivial reasons. 
This is what makes rape culture 
such a significant problem. 

This issue, in fact, is a double 
standard. If a woman is being 
promiscuous, she's insulted and 
degraded. If a man is in the same 
position, he's given a high-five. 
If a man gets a woman pregnant 
and walks away and comes back 
later in the child's life, he's in 
the clear. What happens to the 
woman? Her chance tor being 
sexual is now slurred on an 
invisible permanent record.That 
is rape culture. 

Another term people may be 
familiar with is the term "victim 
blaming." 

Let's say a male or female 
wants to go out for the night 
and have a nice, fun time. Let's 
say they dress with good taste 
or even a little provocative. 
Should that mean at the end of 
the night someone should force 
them into something they don’t 
want to do, like intercourse? No, 


it doesn't mean someone should 
overpower you just because you 
dressed the way you did, This is 
a ease of victim blaming, where 
you blame the man or woman 
wear!ng suc h clothing and blame 
the victim that is was their fault 
they were taken advantage of. 
Instead of paying attention the 
crime that has been committed, 
they immediately point a finger 
at the victim, again, this is rape 
culture. 

Double standards, slut 
shaming and victim blaming 
do not desire the attention 
they have been receiving for 
centuries. Rape culture must 
end. 

The UTM website contains 
the Annual Security Report, 
a report of sexual assault 
and domestic violence that 
have happened on campus. 
Fortunately, the numbers are 
low. The percentage of students 
who reported dating violence 
in 2Q11 was only 6%, a figure 
which slowly decreased during 
2012 to 2% reported before then 
rising to 3% reported in 2013. 
Stalking was reported to be 2% 
during 2012 and 1% in 2013. 


Domestic violence remained 
the same through the years of 
2011-200 , with three reports 
each year. 

Though the number at UTM 
may be low, these numbers need 
to continue to decrease and 
hopefully eventually disappear. 
Violence is not acceptable by 
anv means. That is rape culture. 

Rape culture is mainly a 
weapon against women, as 
described by the VAWA., 
(Violence Against Women Act). 
Yet that is always not true to say; 
since we have prejudice against 
men as well, specifically against 
gay men, Violence against 
women -and men need to stop, 
but stopping this problem is 
difficult if not everyone reports 
what’s going on behind closed 
doors. 

Let's start a conversation 
about rape culture and help 
stop the violence, double 
standards, victim blaming and 
slut shaming. We must restore 
the balance between men and 
women and set us as an equal. 
Let's help end rape culture.

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Managing money as a college student

When it comes to money, its 
salt; to say that if its available, it 
will be spent 

Money is a solution in some 
ways, but to college students, 
when it’s the solution, it can also 
be the problem. When students 
start college, they are made aware 
or tuition, book cost and housing. 
All of these things are necessities, 
but students may not he aware 
of the cost of die it wants. Ur, 
William L. Davis, a professor 
of economics at L-TM, explains 
that many factors contribute to 
college students’genera] inability 
to manage their money properly, 

"Maiiv college students have 
never had to do it bclorc and 
arc simply inexperienced with 


managing their money, leading 
to lots of financial mistakes,” 
said Davis, '"'Ibis is complicated 
by the fact that the marketplace 
is flooded with so many new 
products drat lure students into 
overspending." 

Although a student's wants can 
get in the way of managing their 
money, taking care of present 
expenses with borrowed money 
can also grow into a problem, as 
this can aftect future expenses. Dr. 
Mahmoud Haddad, a professor 
of finance, explains that a loan can 
cause present and future money 
managing issues. 

“ To successfully manage money, 
students need to understand one 
of the most important principles 
of managing monev, which is 
Time Value of Money,” said 
Haddad. “That is, ii we borrow 



one dollar today, it must be paid 
in the futuLe-upon graduation 
for students-with added interest. 
Ibis can lead to paying two dollars 
tor each dollar we borrowed, and 
sometimes more depending on 
the loan interest rate. The less a 
student borrows by budgeting 
his/her expenses on non-essential 
educational expenses, the less 
financial stress and difficulties he/ 
she will face during college life 


and after graduation." 

For those students who are 
having money troubles, Haddad 
says that it would be beneficial to 
students, especially freshmen, to 
take a course in personal finance, 

Davis advises that student try 
the old-fashioned method of 
setting money a side or saving lor 
a 'rainy day.” 

"Develop a habit of saving a 
Little bit of money every week, 
even if its just SlQ per week,’ 
said Davis, "Doing it on a regular 
basis will pay big dividends down 
the road. At the end of each year, 
students who do this will be able 
to sec the fruits of their efforts. 
Foregoing one McDonalds value 
meal or a couple of Starbucks 
coffees a week, arid instead 
putting [the money saved] in a 
savings account, is all that one 


needs to do to get started in 
developing a savings habit and 
keeping it for life.' 

Rodney Freed, an instructor 
of Communications, agrees drat 
saving money tor a 'rainy day” is 
important. 

"Have a 'rainy day 1 fund 
stuck away for emergency or 
unexpected things." said Freed. 

Managing money is difficult for 
people of any age, and for college 
students in particular, money 
managing lias to be put on an 
already long list of things drat 
need to be done. Unfortunately, 
there is no way to save money 
without effort. So il students don't 
try to keep a hold of their money 
and manage dreir expenses, then 
money troubles will always, be 
present. 


Kim Jong-un’s absence prompts speculation

Tire sudden absence and 
equally sudden reappearance of 
Supreme Leader ofNorth Korea 
Kim Jong-un has prompted 
worldwide speculation about 
the dictator's health. 

The third member of his 
family to bold sway over the 
Democratic People's Republic 
of Korea, Kim Jong-un had 
not made a public appearance 
in over a month since he 
reportedly attended a concert 
on September 3, The Korean 
Central News Agency, a media 
outlet maintained by the North 
Korean government, reported 
on Monday, October 13 that 
the dictator had returned, 
making an ’‘on-site guidance 
trip” to a housing protect that 
is currently under construction. 

During Kim Jong-uns 
absence, three of North Korea's 


highest-ranking leaders made 
a weekend diplomatic visit 
to South Korea earlier this 
month. In addition, since his 
reappearance, the two countries 
have held "high-level military" 
discussions at the Joint Security 
Area near Panimmjom. These 
discussions have raised the 
possibility of more peaceful 
communication between the 
two Korcas in coming years, 

Ri Tong- 1 1, North Korean 
deputy ambassador to the 
United Nations, declined to 
answer questions on October 



uncharacteristic absence over 
the past month. 

One of the prevailing theories 
explaining Kims disappearance 
is that the dictator’s heath has 
been in decline, 

"He may have early onset 
diabetes, gout, [or] ankle 
problems," said Frank Jannuzi 
of the Mansfield Foundationin 
an interview with CNN. 


"Strong health docs not run in 
his family." 

Others, however, believe 
Kim Jong-un may have 
been supplanted as le adc r of 
North Korea, Jang Jin-sung, a 
prominent defector from North 
Korea who previously served 
as a propagandist for Kim's 
father, Kim Jong-il, claims that 
Kim Jong-un had been made 
into a figurehead by a group 
known as the Organization and 
Guidance Department. 

"Kim Jong-un is a symbolic 
head of state,” fang told CNN. 
"Symbolically he became 
Supreme Leader. He did 
not necessarily inherit all 
the loyalties, the trust, the 
connections, experiences. He 
came in as a newcomer, and his 
position in the system is not 
the same." 

There has not yet been an 
official explanation for Kim 
Jong-uns absence.

Primary elections tor 
homecoming queen will be from 
10 a.m. to 6 p.m. Students may 
vote in person at the voting station 
on the first floor of the University 
Center or online at www.utm. 
edij/elecrion. 


If, during the primary, a single 
candidate receives more than 
50 percent of the vote, then 
that candidate will he crowned, 
homecoming queen. However, it 
is very rare for this stipulation to 
take effect. 

‘"Never in my history has a 
candidate received over 50 percent 
on the first day of voting, so we 
always have had to have a run¬ 
off election for queen," said John 
Abel, interim director of the 
Biding University Center. 

The run-off election will be held 
Thursday, Oct. 25, from 10 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. In this run-off, the two 
candidates who received the most 
votes from day one will be the only 
candidates on the ballot.

The UT Martin Skyhawks will have a chance 
next week to clinch their third. Sgt. York Trophy 
liter they defeated the Tennessee State Tigers 21- 
16 on Saturday afternoon, 

The Skyhawks {3-5, 2-3 GVC) needed a win 
over the in-state rival to at least clinch a share oi 
the Sgt, York Trophy. 

“Big win, verv proud of the players, and a great 
job by our defensive staff," said UTM head coach 
Jason Simpson. "Not a big statistical day, but it 
was enough to get the win on the road, and any 
time you can do that in our conference is a good 
day” 

Alter a scoreless. first quarter, the Skyhawks 
jumped out front first when Reuben Duckworth 
broke a iO-yard touchdown run on their first 
drive of the second quarter. Tennessee State 
marched down the field on the next drive, but 
were only held to a 34-yard field goal by Lane 
Clark. Neither team would get on the board for 
the rest of the first half, and the Skyhawks took a 
7-3 Scad into the locker room at halftime. 

Tennessee State got the ball to start the second 
half and was able to drive the ball, getting down 
to the TSU 44-yard tine. However with pressure 
by Deante Glover, Tiger quarterback Michael 
German threw an interception to nose tackle 
Keith Jones, who returned it 42-yards for a 
touchdown. 

UTM would take advantage oi another 
Tennessee State turnover later In the third 
quarter. On the first play of the drive, Tiger 
running back Telvin Hooks was stripped of the 
football bv Nick Dance and the fumble was 
recovered by Tony Bell on the TSL 12-yard tine. 
The Skyhawks capitalized a few plays later with a 
7-yard touchdown pass from Jarod Neal to Corey 
Rodgers, his only catch in the game. 


Down 21-3 at the end of the third quarter, 
Tennessee State needed to get points on the board 
it they wanted a chance to make a comeback. 
The Tigers, did just that on their first drive of 
the fourth quarter by marching down the field 
and getting their first touchdown in the game, 
a 26-yard touchdown pass from German to Wei 
Garlington. 

With under five minutes to go in the game, 
German would answer again with a 75-yard 
touchdown pass to Rvan Mitchell, narrowing the 
gap and giving UTM a 21-16 lead atter missing 
the extra point. 

Trailing by five points, Tennessee State had to 
get the football back, but with the help of Najec 
Ray and Duckworth, the Skyhawks where able to 
drain the last four minutes and 34 seconds to seal 
the 21-16 win. 

The Skyhawks picked up only 6passing yards 
and 143 rushing yards for a combined 210 yards 
of total offense. Tennessee State had 367 yards of 
total offense, but two turnovers and 13 penalties 
for 121-yards proved costly for the 1 igers. 

U TM quarterback Jarod Neal started and played 
the entire game for the second week in a row. Neal 
completed 11 of his iSpasses for 67 yards and one 
passing touchdown. Tiger quarterback Michael 
German completed IS oi his 36 passes for 314 
vards, two touchdowns and an interception. 

The Skyhawks had three running backs to rush 
for over 40 yards. Najec Ray led the Skyhawks 
rushing attack with 10 carries for 61 yards. 
Following behind him was Reuben Duckworth, 
who had 14 carries for 60 vards and a touchdown, 
and Abou Tourc, who had 12 carries for 4b yards, 

The win gives the Skyhawks a lot of momentum 
for next week when they host Austin Pc ay for 
Homecoming. Kickoff between the Skyhawks and 
the Governors is scheduled for 2 p,m. Saturday, 
Qet. 25, at Graham Stadium. 
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Stay tuned to campus.

Sgt York Trophy, Senior Day 
and Homecoming on the line

Coming oft" a 21-16 upset win 
over Tennessee State„ the Skyhawks 
now tarn their attention to Austin 
Peay as they host the Governors for 
Homecoming. 

“It was a great team win and very 
satisfying/' said UTM head coach 
Jason Simpson in his weekly press 
conference. “We re able to get hack 
this week, get another conference 
opponent tor Homecoming., .we’re 
certainly excited about that.” 

The Skyhawks’ previous wins over 
Tennessee State and Tennessee Tech 
puts them in the driver s scat to claim 
their third Sgt. York Trophy since 
the award's creation in 2uQ?. The 
Skyhawks were the solo winners in 
2010 and shared the trophy with 
Tennessee State in 2012. With a win 
over Austin Peay, the Skyhawks will 
be able to bring the trophy back to 
Marti n. 

The Governors (1-6, 1-2 GVC) are 
also coming oft a huge win Saturday 
night when they defeated the Murray 
State Racers 20-13, snapping their 
18 game losing streak which was 
the longest in the FCS. Austin Peay 
finished the contest with 349 yards of 
total offense. 

‘They had a big win over Murray,” 
said Simpson. '"They played well, 
they’re 180 degrees in my opinion 


than they were last year.” 

The Governors are lead by freshman 
quarterback Mickey Macius, who 
threw lor 201 yards and three 
touchdowns, alt to wide receiver 
Jared Beard. Macius was also named 
Adidas Ohio Valley Conference Co- 
Newcomcr of the Week, Coach 
Simpson mentioned that he was very 
impressed with Macius performance. 

'‘Solid player, threw for three 
touchdown passes this week. 
[Macius] runs their offense very 
similar to Jarod Neal, especially at 
that point in his career.'' 

Austin Peay averages 232 yards 
of total offense per game and has 
scored nine touchdowns this season, 
which ranks last in the QVC, Tire 
Governors also give up an average ol 
about 458 yards on defense, eighth 
in the QVC, Despite scoring 20 and 
21 points over the last two weeks, the 
Governors have cither been shutout 
(twice) or scored one touchdown 
(three times). 

Coach Simpson also mentioned in 
his press conference that despite the 
early season stats, he was impressed 
with Austin Pc ay's performance over 
Murray State and is not over looking 
the Governors. 

Kickoff between the Skyhawks and 
the Governors is scheduled for 2 
m. at Graham Stadium with Senior 
ay and Homecoming festivities 
scheduled before.
